This fact would tend 
to shew the report was false, no further letters have 
been received. 

I am of the opinion that this letter was 
written by a person named Li, a friend of C.D.C.268 
who has now left Shanghai. Since receiving this letter 
both these men, (C.D.Cs 216 & 268) have been reverted 
to uniform duty for Breach of Gdisipline for an offence 
which was not connected with this letter but indirectly 


concerned the verson suspected of writing this letter.

Translation of a Letter from Kao Ching Chong (mo address ). 


November 9, 19%0.« 


Headquarters,

Gentlemen, 

I beg to state that I, Kao Ching Chongs age 38» 
a netive of Chekiang and a merchants, came to Shanzhai from 
Hangchow to purchase a quantity of foodse 

At 4 peme on October 29 at North Szechuen Road 
I owas confronted with a number of men wearing either blue 
serge long gowns or jackets, all armed with pistolse These 
men searched me all over and relieved me of 4674.60, which 
money I brought for the purchase of goods, intimidating me 
into silence by pointing a pistol at my breast and threatening 
to deal with me by drastic measures in case should I dare to 
make a report to the Police Station. In consequence TI was 
too afraid to report the matter to the Police. 

In the morning of the 7th of the present month 
I went with a friend to the Hongkew Merket where I saw one 
of the men who robbsd me of my money come out of the Hongkew 
Police Statione I would have called a policeinan to have the 
man arrested but for the fear of further trouble. After 
careful enquiries I learned that the man was a native of 
Ruei-en, age about 20, Wong Nyoh Cheo by name and a detective 
of the Hongkew Police Station, who on reliance of his influence 
as a detective, is engaged in e11 sorts of unlawful activities. 


I have therefore to beseech yous Sirs DeCe (Co & SoBe )s 


to heve my grievance redressed, for with my capital upon which
